Tr is often a” matter of surprise to 
Americans that the “big‘trees” of the 


world-timous sequdia grove in “Coli- 
fornia aro not the tallest trees in the 
world. ‘That honour belongs rightly to 
Australia, the original home of the blue 
gums, and “very proud ‘are dwellers 
under the Southern Cross of the dis- 
tinction ‘which the fact confers. {Indeed 


it is no exaggeration tosay that Australia’ 


can produee giaats which -are 150 feet 
taller than the monster trees of Calli ‘ornia. 
Some, specimens of the Hucalyptus 
amyydalinaZreach to the great height 
of 180 feet, and specimens abound shat 
are from'{120 to 200 feet in circum- 
ference, The larger ones are practically 
‘of nowse for commerial purposes; a 
the expense of cutting them down and 
splitting them up is,go great that thése 
monsters ure actually passed by the 
thrifty lambermen for the smaller ones 
hati are more easily handled, And on 
the whole we are rather glad thereat’ 
The American Government. recently 
corhmissioued a Br. Enornton R. Yooxa 
to report on the “The Tallest Tree that 
Grows,” and be} has presented a pre 
liminary statement in the National 
Geoyriphieal Magaaine, of Washington, 
which abounds with many interesting 
facts.’ “ The Eucalyptus myagdalina is 
the tallest, {if not perhaps the largest, 
tree that grows,” he esys. ‘* Specimens 
over 400 fect high are frequently found, 
| Whilefsome’ {have besa measured tower- 
ing up to%470 ‘and 480 feet, The 
timber of those great specimens is 
gasily worked, snd,°osit does not warp 
readily, ia much used in: carpentry.”

The most striking characteristic of 
several varieties of the euculyptus, a5 
many people know, is that, while they, 
do not shed their leaves, they slough 
of their bark in Idag atts overy 
year. The leaves, which haye a lea- 
thery appearance, contain a volatile 
cil with o bitter aromatic taste, which 
is used as a remedy for various diseases. 
“The Enealyptus-globulus, called "the 
blue gum, from its bluish-green leaves, 
is the variety most succesafully grown 
in -Califoraia. It bas algo been intro- 
duced and ouriahes in India, Natal, 
Egypt, Algeria, and in votious parts 
of Southem Europe and in some othar 
warm countries, ‘Although its intro- 
duction -into California bas been, of 
but recent date, already its, value to 
,that State bas been very, considerable. 
its growth hag been s0 rapid that 
trees SO fedt "in height and over a 
foot in diameter have developed from 
the small planting of a dozen, years. 
Ita rapid growth makes its valuable 
acquisition to thosd lands whore in 80 
many instances’ there-was such 9 great 
Jacke of: forest trees of genersl utility. 
To Califoraia ita timber is being sxten- 
sively used for telegraph poles, railroad 
'ties, for fencing purposes, and in the 
mannfactoro of some Kijds of furmi- 
ture.” Se ” a 

“ Some of the specles of eucalyptus 
are much more valuable than others. 
There is also a great diversity both in 
their appearance and worth. One of 
the most ynluable ia the Lucalyptuy 


mary tnata, popularly called the Jarrah 


wood., Itgrows toa greatsize and ita. 


timber’ is so hard that iris found to 
be especially valuable in the construe- 
tion of wharves, as it veaiats the attack 
‘of the ship worms and bores that are 
30 destructivo'to ordinary wood, Be- 
cause: of this quality it also enters 
largely into the construction of shipa 
and is utilized, in other marine uses. 
Some varietied of the eucslyptua yield 
a kind of astringent eam or resin called 
viao, while from others a species ot 
gaanna—a hard, alightly, sect sub- 
stance=-ia obtained in considerable 
quantities, As an’ antidote againgt 
malaria and ag being valuable in. ward- 
ing off ordissipating malgria in regions 
where malaria abounds, the eucalyptus 
has obtained w considenble reputa- 
tion” Hi 
Strangoly enough the eucalyptue 
does not flourish in. Hongkong? Like 
the few specimens, very stunted, which 
havo found lodgment on tha Bluff at 
Yokohams, those growing in thia 
Colony sro very apindly representa- 
tives of the Australian forest king 
and aro of no use for ‘making timber.

Roference 
was undo to the great appreciation of the 
now home, and the better health which tho 
inmates enjoyed in comparison with the 
old place, and the report stated that tho 
number in residence during the yonr had 
boan forty, Thirteen bad been admitted 
during the year, anda numbor of the'girls

Bis Excellency saldis waa just two yonrs 
ago, it Janunry, 1908, that his wifo presided 
at a meeting held at St. Paul's Collogo, when 
it was docided to form a committee in 
order to'earry onthe work of the Refuge 
which up to that timo had been maintained 
by the slmost undivided effurts of Afiss 
Eyre. They had both visited the place 
and witnessed the institution as it thon 
was and they wero very much struck with 
the difficulties and disabilities under which 
the work.wns being carried on, They were 
also struck by the dovotion and. pluck with 
which Miss Eyro carriod on the work, 
Two years was not a long time, and 
yebshe.could see that day what remark- 
ablo changes had beon made in the conduct 
of the institution! As‘a private con- 
cern under the, auspices of the Missionary 
Society it was not vory feasible for the 
Governitent to intervene, but as a public 
institution with a committee which in- 
cluded many of the ladies in Hongkong 
under the presidoncy of his Lordship the’ 
Bishop, it becnuse feasible for the Govern- 
mont to place that building at the disposal 
of the Rofuge. with the kind consent of BIr 
Belilios and give'a small grant and bring 
the institution into. relation with the 
Rogistrar-General's Departmont ond the 
PoLeung Kuk. Hadid not protedd that 
tho matetial assistance giren by the Go- 
vernment had been st all substantial. For 
his part he did not think it should be, Bo 
thought an institution of that kind should. 
not primarily depend upon grants-in-aid 
trom revenue which was faised from the tax-
